Congress, as he was beaten
for the forty-secou- There are, how-

ever, no members now ltving;save
Randall, whose services f have been
continuous from an earlier , Congress
than the forty-thir- d. Kelly served
constantly from 1861 aud Randall
from 1863. O'Neil's continuous --sei
vice is only from 1S73. 'Camion,. Mills,
Bland and Blount all entered Cou-gre- ss

that same year and l ave never
slipped a cog since; but O'Neill ranks
them by reason of his service from.
1863 to IS7I.

The Father of the House is not al-

ways the oldest man in it. During the
most of the long period that Judge
Kelley was Father of the House he
was antedated by Samuel S. Cox, .who
first entered the House four years be-

fore him", but who T broke, his-recor-
d

when he moved from i Columbus jto;
New York. It took him four j'ears to
convince New York that it ought to
send him to Congress, a conviction it
did not waver in for twenty jeers. As
Father Kelley was antedated by "Sun-
set" Cox, so is Father Randall ante-
dated by ex Senator Banks, who first
came to Congress in 1853, and the
great objector, Holman, ; who. arrived
in 1859. There are several men who
will antedate O'Neill' when he as-
